The  first  set  includes  the  follov/ing: 


Overhand  Knot,  Used  at  th'e"”end  of  a rope  to  prevent 
•unreeving'o'r"  to  prevent  the"  end  of  the  rope  frpm  slipping 
through  a block,  / . 


Square  or  Reef  Knot,  Commonly  used  for  joining  two 
ropes  of  the  same  size.  The  standing  and  running  parts  of 
each  rope  must ' pass"' t hr' ough  the  loop  iof  the  other  in  the 
same  direction,  i.e.,'-  from^above  do^wqward  or  vice  versa.  The 
reef  knot  can  be  upset  by  taking  one  'end  'of  the  rope  and  its 
standing  part  and  pulling  them  in  opposite  directions.  With 
dry  rope  a reef  knot  is  as  strong  as  the  rope;  with  wet  rope 
it  slips  before’  the  rope  breaks. 


Single' Sheet  Bend  or  Weaver ^s  Knot,  Used  for  joining 
ropes  together,  especially  when  unequal  in  size.  It  is  more 
secure  than  the  reef  knot,  but  more  difficult  to  untie. 


Double  Sheet  Bend,  Used  for  fastening  ropes  of  unequal 
sizes,  especially  wet  ones,  and  is  more  secure  than  the  single 
sheet  bend.  ■ fv, ^ ' 

Thief  Knot.  ..Should  be  avoided  as  it  will  not  hold.  It 
is  commonly  mistdcen  for  a redf  knot'; 

Granny  Knot . A useless  knot  that  will  not  hold.  It 
is  also  very  similar  to  the  reef  knot. 


Region  3 has  developed  an  excellent  type  ,of  cattle  guard, 
costing  approximately  $135,00,  installed.
